PARIS (UPI) — The vanguard of Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s negotiating team arrived 
today under orders to get the expanded 
Vietnam 
war neogitation 
started as 
quickly as practicable this week. 
Lawrence E. Walsh, the new deputy 
American delegation leader, told news­ 
men upon arrival from Washington he 
saw “ elements for optimism” in the 
new talks on how to end the conflict start­ 
ing this week. 
“ I think it would be wrong to minimize 
all the difficulties ahead,” Walsh said. 
“ Everyone realizes that a good start 
has been made but there is more to be 
accomplished. But I see elem ents for op­ 
timism here in P aris.” 
Walsh was greeted at Orly airfield by 
American Ambassador to France R. Sar­ 
gent Shriver and outgoing No. 2 delega­ 
tion leader Cyrus R. Vance. 
Walsh said new delegation chief Henry 
Cabot Lodge, expected to arrive here 
tonight, will decide himself whether the 
conference can open Tuesday as propos­ 
ed by North Vietnam and the National Lib. 
eration Front (NLF), the political arm of 
the Viet Cong guerrillas. 
Moving ahead at unusual speed after 
eight months of bitter public and secret 
bargaining the four parties involved — 
Washington, Saigon, Hanoi and the NLF— 
Saturday approved all procedural issues 
and agreed to plunge into main war -and — 
peace m atters early this week. 
American diplomats said Lodge may 
suggest opening the talks Wednesday 
rather than Tuesday so that he can get 
acquainted with the technicalities and 
meet his Saigon colleague, Pham Dang 
La. Officials said that Walsh and Lodge 
were under orders from the incoming 
President to get the talks under way as 
soon as feasible. 


would move into Southern California to­ 
night following a brief easing this after­ 
noon. 
By early today 3.93 inches of rain had 
fallen at Los Angeles Civic Center since 
the storm began Saturday afternoon. 
Traffic accidents on wet streets and 
highways claimed the lives of 18 per­ 
sons. Rodger Kennedy, 20, San Pedro, 
was swept out to sea by rough surf at 
Redondo Beach. His body was discover­ 
ed Sunday on the strand next to the beach. 
One of the hardest hit areas was Ven­ 
tura County where rising water cut off 
four families camping at Point Mugu State 
Park. Rescue teams planned to bring 
them out on high wheeled vehicles. 
John Laws, 20, Oakview, became trap­ 
ped in the swift Ventura River when he 
drove his car beyond barricades where 
the river corsses California 150. 
He was pulled from the current by She­ 
riff’s Deputies who inched along a water 
pipe to midstream. Law was treated for 
cuts and exposure at Ventura County Geo- 
eral Hospital. 
The storm dropped more than eight 
inches of water on San Luis Obispo in a 
15-hour period and knocked out elec­ 
tricity, water and telephone service to a 
quarter of the 20,000 residents. 
Flooding was reported throughout the 
downtown area and considerable damage 
was reported to merchandise in stores. 
All but one of the city’s three radio sta- 
tions went off the air when they were 
flooded. 
Three lanes of U.S. 101 were closed 
when tons of mud slithered down on the 
roadway just north of the Los Angeles 
County line.

Czech student becomes human 
torch to protest Red takeover

PRAGUE (UPI) — Tens of thousands of 
mourning Czechoslovaks, wearing rib- 
bons over their hearts for the first time 
since the August invasion, crowded into 
candle-lit Red Army Square today and re­ 
named it in honor of m artyr Jan Palach. 
The 21-year-old Palach, a student, 
died Sunday of bums. He had doused him­ 
self with kerosene in Wenceslas Square 
on Thursday and set him self on fire to 
protest the Soviet occupation of his coun­ 
try. 
Hundreds of candles burned in the 
darkened windows of University build, 
ings around Red Army Square in the tense 
and sorrowing city. There were rum ors 
that the defiant renaming of the square 
along Vlatava River had approval of the 
Czechoslovak government.

tension in the city was greater than at 
any time since the Soviet-led Warsaw 
Pact arm ies rolled across the border 
last August. The m archers did not chant 
as they walked through a gray haze of 
coal smoke on this unseasonably warm 
day. 
Not since the invasion have citizens 
appeared on the streets with the red, 
white and blue “ badges of courage” 
pinned to their coats. Most of the rib. 
bons were crossed with a strip of black 
to honor Palach who burned himself fatal­ 
ly Thursday. 
At the head of the columns ofpersons, 
estimated at 6,000 a youth marched sob­ 
erly with an enormous photograph of 
Palach crossed by a black mourning 
hand. Other students carried 10 Cze< h o 
Slovak flags and one huge black banner. 
There were fears of more self-immo- 
lations in protest against Russian occo 
pation and a deathbed plea from Palach 
not to do so — his dying words were, 
“ My act has . fulfilled its purpose.” 
The Secretariat of the Communist 
Party Central Committee called on all 
party members the length of the land “ to 
help calm the situation so as to prevent 
ill-considered actions.” The party asked 
m em bers “ to create an atmosphere of 
calm which would perm it peaceful work.” 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - Richard Mil­ 
hous Nixon became the 37th President of 
the United States today with a solemn 
commitment to devote all of his ener­ 
gies to “ the cause of peace among na­ 
tions” and the healing of strident divi­ 
sions among the American people. 
To a nation suffering from “ a crisis of 
sp irit,” the new chief executive offered 
a challenge to seize “ not the cup of de­ 
spair, but the chalice of opportunity.” 
In a 1,700-word inaugural address, de­ 
livered from the Capitol steps moments 
after he had taken his oath ofoffice, Nix­ 
on said that under his administration, 
America will seek “ the greatest honor 
history can bestow” — the title ofpeace- 
maker. 
“ After a period of confrontation, we 
are entering an era of negotiation,” he 
said. 
At home, he said, Americans must 
“ stop shouting at one another” and learn 
to listen, to care, to understand, to dis­ 
play in their everyday relations the sim­ 
ple but basic virtues of “ goodness, de­ 
cency, love, kindness.” 
“ Just “ to lower our voices” would be 
a help, he said. 
Pledging his administration to keep up 
the struggle for equal rights for Negroes, 
he said: 
“ No man can be fully free while his 
neighbor his not. To go forward at all is 
to go forward together. This means 
black and white together, as one nation, 
not two.” 
Abroad, Nixon said, America seeks 
“ an open world . . . in which no people, 
great or small, will live in angry isola­ 
tion.” 
He challenged Communist bloc nations 
to “ peaceful competition, not in conquer­ 
ing territory or extending dominion, but 
in enriching the life of man.” 
He also invited all nations to cooper­ 
ate with America “ to reduce the burden 
of arm s, to strengthen the structure of 
peace, to lift up the poor and the hun­ 
gry.” 


On the home front: 
seize not cup of despair 
but chalice of opportunity" 


Nixon did not mention Vietnam by 
name. But he said: 
“ The peace we seek to win is not vic­ 
tory over any other people, but the peace 
that comes ‘with healing in its wings’ 
with compassion for those who have suf­ 
fered; with understanding for those who 
have opposed us; with the opportunity for 
all the people of this Earth to choose 
their own destiny.” 
Nixon was sworn in by Chief Justice 
Earl Warren shortly after Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro T. Agnew had taken his oath 
of office. 
In a gesture symbolizing the dedica­ 
tion of his administration to peace, Nix­ 
on took the 39-word presidential oath 
prescribed by the Constitution with his 


hand resting on two family Bibles open 
to the Prophet Isaiah’s vision of a day 
when men shall “ beat their swords into 
plowshares, and their spears into prun­ 
ing hooks.” 
His wife Pat, radiant in a pink wool 
ensemble topped off with Russian sable 
furs, held the Bibles while her husband 
took the oath. 
The tightest security precautions for 
any inaugural in history were invoked for 
the hour-long ceremony and the 2\z hour 
parade down Pennsylvania Avenue which 
followed. 
The Secret Service searched and seal­ 
ed every potential hiding place forapos- 
sible assassin. Office buildings along the 
route were ordered to keep their win­ 
dows closed and admit no strangers. 
About 
3,000 police and some 10,000 
troops were on hand to prevent or quickly 
control disruptive incidents. 


In his inaugural address, Nixon said 
that America today finds itself “ rich in 
goods, but ragged in spirit; reaching 
with magnificent precision for the moon, 
but falling into raucous discord here on 
earth.” 
“ We are caught in war, wanting peace. 
We are torn by division, wanting unity. 
We see around us empty lives, wanting 
fulfillment. We see tasks that need do 
ing, waiting for hands to do them.” 
To this “ crisis of the sp irit,” Nixon 
said the only answer is a return to the 
basics of friendly human discourse. 
He appealed particularly for a cesso 
tion of “ angry rhetoric that fans discon­ 
tents into hatreds.” 
“ We cannot learn from one another uo 
til we stop shouting at one another — 
until we speak quietly enough so that our 
words can be heard as well as our 
voices.” 
He promised that his administration 
will listen to the voices of all the peo­ 
ple, including “ the voices cf quiet an­ 
guish . . . that speak without words; the 
injured voices, the anxious voices, the 
voices that have despaired of being 
heard.” 
“ Those who have been left out, we will 
try to bring in,” he pledged, “ Those left 
behind, we will help to catch up.” 
Nixon’s only reference to crime was a 
promise that “ for all our people, we will 
set as our goal the decent order that 
makes progress possible and our lives 
secure.” 
Nixon concluded the address with the 
Lincolnesque call to the nation to “ go 
forward, firm in our faith, steadfast in 
our purpose, cautious of the dangers; 


but sustained by our confidence in the 
will of God and the promise of man.” 
Nixon’s speech was a call for “ nobili­ 
ty in the spirit” to help solve what he 
called a “ crisis of the spirit.” 
Nixon, Agnew and their families went to 
the White House for “ coffee and con­ 
versation” with the Johnsons about an 
hour before the start of the inaugural 
ceremony at the Capitol. 
Johnson and Nixon rode to the Capitol 
together — a traditional act symbolizing 
the peaceful transfer of power which 
Americans have come to take for grant- 
ed, but which is still regarded in some na­ 
tions as a political miracle. 
Nixon wore formal daytime attire — 
club 
coat, 
stripped 
trousers 
and 
homburg. Johnson, who insisted on wear­ 
ing a plain business suit to his own 1965 
inaugural, 
bowed 
to Nixon’s prefer­ 
ences and dressed formally today. 
Church bells rang throughout the city 
and in thousands of other communities 
across the land as the hour approached 
for the Capitol ceremony in which a di­ 
vided and confused nation turned a fresh 
page of history. 
Unnumbered Americans, in response 
to a suggestion from the inaugural reli­ 
gious 
observance 
committee, paused 
at 11 a*m. to join in three minutes of 
prayer for peace and national unity. 
Keenly aware that he was inheriting 
the leadership of a nation badly divided 
by racial tensions and the Vietnam war, 
Nixon chose as the theme of his inaugur­ 
al the moto: “ Forward Together.” 


The divisions confronting the new 
President were dramatized on the eve of 
his inauguration by some 6,000 antiwar 
protesters who marched up Pennsylvania 
Avenue in a “ counter-inaugural parade” 
that ended in a violent encounter with 
police. 
The protesters were back today, mass­ 
ing at Strategic locations along the in- 
augural parade to register their dissent 
from the general mood of the cheering 
crowd. 
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Heaviest rains in years 
produce heavy damages

The heaviest rain in more than five 
years, pelted Lompoc Valley interm it­ 
tently for nearly 48 hours, blocked some 
roads with mud slides, flooded intersec­ 
tions, caused a rash of traffic accidents 
and cut off electric power in some areas. 


Despite the condition of the roads and 
the large number of accidents, no injur­ 
ies were reported. Officials reported all 
city roads and all highways leading in 
and out of the valley are passable today. 
Rain continued to fall this morning. 
The first drops began to fall over the 
valley at 8 a.m., Saturday and continued 
through the day and through Sunday. 


There were an estimated 25 minor 
traffic accidents, including a mishap to a 
Sheriffs patrol car. Deputy Emmitt Hu- 
bert McPhail, 26, escaped injury Satur­ 
day, when his patrol car slid off Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road and overturned. 
The rear portion of the car whipped 
around forcing the car to slide off the 
west port side of the highway where it 
hit an asphalt berm. 


Weather watchers at the city’s water 
treatment plant on North Avenue reported 
2.41 inches of rain through 8 a.m., today, 
bringing the season’s total to 8.07 inches. 
Last year at this time there had been 
3.83 inches. Average seasonal level 
which ends June 30 is about 12 inches. 


The highest previous one-storm rain­ 
fall subsequent to 1963 was on Jan. 24, 
1967 when 2.20 inches fell on the valley. 
Elsewhere today officials at Vanden­ 
berg Air Force Base reported 2.80 inch­ 
es of rain for the storm . M rs. Joe Cat 
bral Jr., on San Julian Road reported 
3.92 inches for the storm , a total of 11,07 
for the season to date, compared with 5.21 
inches last year at this time. 


City Public utilities Director Emil 
Scolari blamed an underground short 
circuit for a power outtage of Central 
Avenue and H Street beginning Sunday 
afternoon, that darkened five customers,

including Loops Restaurant and motel, 
a service station and an auto dealer, 
all in the north section of the city. 
Emergency crews were still working at 
the intersection problem this morning. 
Scolari said he anticipated a normal 
power flow by 1 p.m. today. 


There were also brief power outtages 
at Hawthorne and Olive avenues, affect- 
ing nine homes, and another on Olive 
Avenue, west of V Street. Scolari blam­ 
ed all the malfunctionings on the under­ 
ground facilities. Overhead lines remark­ 
ed intact, he said. 
At the base power outtages blacked 
out portions of the Capehart housing 
project, and the bachelor’s quarters and 
parts of the administrative section were 
also affected. 


Mud slides at the height of the storm 
blocked portions of Rucker Road, north 
of LompooC asm alia Road; Highway 1, 
south of Lompoc; and Highway 1 north of 
the Valley. County road crews had clear­ 
ed all the highways today. 
City road crews today were in acrash 
program to clear debris from culverts 
along Ocean Avenue, and A Street at its 
intersections with Walnut Avenue and 
Cypress Avenue. A city official said the 
culverts were clogged with leaves, paper, 
sticks and garbage can lids which had 
floated through the streets on the flooding 
water. 


Intersections at H Street and College 
Avenue, H Street and Chestnut Avenue, 
Ocean Avenue and G Street were parti­ 
cularly hard hit with flooding. Flooding 
water was curb to curb in the interseo 
tion of Walnut Avenue and O Street. 
Underground 
flooding 
waters were 
blamed for a slide that forced the front 
yard of an unoccupied house at 14 Oxford 
Dr., to push up the curing and dsphalt 
bordering the street. A mud slide was re­ 
ported on South A Street. 
There 
were 
numerous 
reports of 
leaking roofs, including the City Hall at 
Walnut Avenue and 1 Street. 
Many accidents were blamed on the 
poor visibility caused by the wind and 
the rain and failing brakes which result­ 
ed when motorists were forced to drive 
through flooded in tersections. 


Police officials have cautioned motor­ 
ists that immediately following a drive 
through deep water to test their brakes in 
a cautious manner. If the brakes fall, 
a slight depression on the brake pedal 
while allowing the car to continue in for­ 
ward motion will assist in drying the 
brake shoes, it was said.

New Administration interested 
in Red offer to talk missiles

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The incoming 
Nixon Administration is interested in the 
Soviet Union’s offer to begin talks on 
the reduction of nuclear m issiles. The 
major question is when, official sources 
said today. 
As the new President, Richard M. Nix­ 
on faces the necessity of reconciling dif­ 
fering views among his top advisers as 
to when the United States should get into 
such discussions. 
William P. Rogers, the new secretary 
of state, was said by congressional sourc­ 
es the new administration should move 
fairly soon. 
But Defense Secretary MelvinR. Laird 
has said he wants to be sure that tht 
United States would be negotiating "from 
a position of strength.” Laird has indi-- 
cated he thinks such talks might begin 
in six to nine months. 
The Soviet Union’s official announce­ 
ment today that it was ready for a 
“ serious exchange of opinion” on the 
“ mutual restraint and subsequent reduc- 


tlon” of offensive and defensive nuclear 
weapons appeared to some officials to be 
designed to put the new administration 
on the defensive on this subject.

Secret Service, the FBI and the 
entire investigative apparatus 
of the federal government have 
joined forces to try to make the 
inauguration 
of Richard 
M. 
Nixon the smoothest ever. 
Helicopters will be whirling 
overhead and security men will 
be on every rooftop, mingling 
with the crowds, cordoning off 
the White House and encircling 
the 
U.S. 
Capitol 
as 
Nixon 
becomes 
the 
nation’s 
37th 
President. 
An informed guess is that the 
total number of men on duty 
Jan. 20 will be anywhere from 
5,000 to 10,000. Officials would 
not disclose the actual number. 
Every available man in the 
District of Columbia’s 32,000- 
member police force will be on 
duty. The full resources of the 
7,0CXVagent FBI and the 600-man 
Secret 
Service 
have 
been 
planning for months for the 
ceremony. 
Local police have called on 
the 
Metropolitan 
Police Re­ 
serve Corps and the District of 
Columbia National Guard for 
assistance. Other units have 
been made available on the 
standby basis. 
Groups such as the National 
Mobilization Committee to End 
the War in Vietnam are subject 
to constant scrutiny.

Secret Service agents began 
protecting Nixon June 6, the 
day Kennedy died, when Con- 
gress rushed through a law to 
provide protection for every 
presidential candidate. In the 
past, only the victor got such 
protection 
after the general 
election in November. 


Nixon is a delight to the 
Secret Service because he does 
what they teli him. During trips 
abroad as vice president in the 
Eisenhower Administration, he 
learned the value of protection 
when he became the brunt of 
anti-American attacks. 


To this point, Nixon has 
displayed none of the greg^ 
riousness of Kennedy or John­ 
son who horrified the Secret 
Service by plunging into big 
crowds of people in the streets. 
Nixon will stand behind the 
same type armor plate, bullet- 
resistant glass that protected 
Johnson during his swearing-in 
on the steps of the Capitol. An 
even more elaborate reviewing 
stand outside the White House 
has 1 1-2-ineh bulletproof glass.

LOS ANGELES (UPI)—Fifty- 
four persons in ail were killed 
last week in a series of air 
tragedies in California which 
ended Saturday night with the 
most costly accident—the crash 
of a United Airlines Boeing 727. 


The United crash, in which 
all 38 persons on board the 115- 
passenger jetliner were appar­ 
ently killed, occurred just four 
minutes after takeoff from Los 
Angeles International Airport.

For all the “ in 
depth" feature articles, for all the “close-up" views b> 
photo-journalism about athletes as human beings, we still 
view them as robots, effective or defective. 
The pressures of winning o r losing—even for a high- 
finance athlete—is not what mainly concerns that athlete, 
ft is how the fans will react to his performance. And it is 
why—though only some will admit it—that superior athletes 
dislike intensely the general public. 
Dr. B ruct Ogilvie, psychologist at San Jose State College, 
has made a profound study of thousands of athletes. In 
fact, he is a consulting psychologist for a pro football team. 
He has some explanations for the psychological problems 
athletes have. 
Their lives, 
said Dr Ogilvie, 
are dependent on the 
approval of the public 
And that approval, as they well 
know, is very fickle. The crowd can turn on an athlete in 
an instant, without any consideration for him as a person 
The athlete might be in terrible pain, putting his guts on 
the line, but it he does not gain four yards, or trips coming 
off the starting block, he suffers from fan disapproval.” 
The truck driver or professor in the stands dreams, con­ 
sciously or subconsciously, that he is Mickey Mantle swat- 


becoming a great anything does not prove anything about 
that person as a human being. It does not make one more 
worthwhile or more lovable or more virtuous or gives 
guarantees that one’s children will love him more. 
“I’ll never forget talking to one extremely gifted tour 
golfer and he told me, ‘That golfing has cost me every­ 
thing in the world I loved, but it provides me with a fine 
living.’ This is the awful ambivalence of success. 
“ 1 do not know Davalillo and I am not his analyst. But 
it is possible he could have been demanding too much from 
himself. It is common that top athletes strive to be perfect 
physical animals in order to receive acceptance. And they 
are fearful oi personal and social rejection if they do not 
maintain peak levels of performance. They set unreason­ 
able standards for themselves." 


Dr. Ogilvie added, however, that top pro and Olympic 
athletes are usually at the top levels of emotional stability. 
And the sports world has fewer “ neurotic hangups" than 
most other elements of society. Grand prix drivers in par­ 
ticular, he said, set emotionai standards for society, along 
with astronauts 


Why don’t top athletes have greater emotional problems? 
First, said Ogilvie, they are a highly-select group. They 
have been weeded out. Many other potential star athletes 
suffer mental problems in Little League and high school 
and co’lege. Also, this select group has mechanical out­ 
lets. 
“ Some assault lockers before a gam e," he said. “ Others 
vomit. This is good This is a ventilation of feelings."

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Strange, it seem s 
only last month that G ardner Dickinson 
wiped off his sand wedge, stuffed it into 
his bag and settled down for a long, un­ 
pleasant chat with the Professional Golfers 
Association. 


Now it's that tim e again After the cus­ 
tom ary month layoff, the professional goll 
tour again is beginning to stir in California 
—out where the sun is warm and the land 
is conducive to pitch-and-run shots. To the 
surprise of m any, it is still called the PGA 
tour. 


Dickinson, it seems, was president of a 
now-di s s 0 1 v e d organization called the 
American Professional Golfers Association 
which wanted, among other things, noth­ 
ing to do with the PGA. 
The group, composed largely of the pro 
tour's main attractions, said it wanted to 
and was capable of running its own show. 
The PGA, it said, was more hinderance 
than help. 


The PGA. meanwhile, said the APG was 
an ingrate, c o l l e c t i v e l y speaking, ol 
course. 
Time and several bitter words have 
passed, however, and at last—nay. at ioitff 


last 
the PGA and the touring profession­ 
als have settled their differences. It only 
took 30 years. 
Exactly w here victory lies is a debatable 
question, and a testy one 
The players 
have one more m em ber than the PGA on 
the tour’s policy board, which is what they 
wanted The PGA still has its name and 
considerable power on the tour, which is 
what it wanted. 
The end result is that the 1969 tour is 
little different from its predecessors. On 
the surface, the only noticeable change is 
the annual increase in prize money. Last 
sear it was $5 million This year the ex­ 
pected figure is $6 million 
U nderneath, however, is another story. 
The tensions that welled out of the dispute 
have eased 
N e a r l y everyone involved is 
relieved. 
I feel as if a Mack truck moved off my 
head,” said Dickinson, preparing for Cali­ 
fornia 
"We did some giving and the PGA did 
some giving T hat’s the way to settle an 
argum ent, isn't it? And I’m sure as far as 
the golfing public is concerned, w e’ve got 
to be better off not fighting." 
In the heat of the APG-PGA battle, there 
was considerable mention of greed. Sev­ 
eral newspapers expressed total impa­ 
tience with the entire uproar, “ All they’re 
doing is hurting golf,” a New York col­ 


umnist wrote. 
Whether the feud hurt golf remains a 
moot point. The real point, as far as the 
PGA and players are concerned, is that 
it’s over and both are relatively satisfied. 
Dickinson, for one, does not anticipate a 
return bout. 


"I don't see how the dispute could be 
renew ed.” he said, "unless some terrible 
people are elected to the board. P erson­ 
ally. I don’t think we have any terrible 
people 
I know there won’t be anybody 
on our side to rock the boat ” 


So. the pro tour. 1969. is rolling. From 
California, it moves eastw ard in February 
to Arizona and then to Florida and North 
Carolina before settling in Augusta. Ga., 
for the M asters in April. 
The magic that draw s thousands to golf 
courses each year was still intact at tast 
observation This year. Robert De Yicenzo 
might win the M asters; Lee E lder might 
beat Jack Ntcklaus; Arnold P alm er might 
win a big one. Lee Trevino m ight, well, 
he might do anything. 


It is im probable, though, that the new 
tour will offer either the high adventure 
or soppy m elodram a of 1968 But it can 
try.

HOLLYWOOD (U PI)-Actors 
aren’t changing their names 
anymore. 
Roy Fitzgerald is now Rock 
Hudson. Kirk Douglas was once 
Issur Danielovitch. 
Today singer Englebert Hum- 
perdink finds his name an as­ 
set, as does Joanna Shimkus. 
An exception is Hans Gude- 
gast who starred as the Nazi 
Capt. Hans Dietrich in the de­ 
funct television series, “ Rat 
Patrol.” 
He’s 
changed his 
handle to Eric 
Braeden for 
reasons that make good sense. 
Had he continued with Gude- 
gast, Braeden would have been 
consigned forever to playing 
German roles--m ostly Teutonic 
soldiers. This fate befell such 
other German actors as Hardy 
Kruger, Curt (nee Curd) Jur­ 
gens, Horst Buchholz, Maximil­ 
ian Schell and Osker W erner. 
When 
“ Rat 
Patrol” folded 
Braeden landed a top role in 
“ 100 Rifles.” Thereafter Uni­ 
versal Studios set him for the 
lead in the multi-million dollar 
production of “ Colossus.” 
“ It was the studio’s idea that 
I change my name,” Braeden 
said in faultless English. “ Four 
or five tim es previously I’d 
been asked to change my name 
so I could play other than Ger­ 
man roles. 
“ In the past I resisted. I 
thought that era of anti-German 
feeling was over. Then I re­ 
membered Buchholz and Schell 
and the others and realized 
they’ve played nothing but Ger­ 
mans. They have careers in Eu­ 
rope. I do not. I've been in 
Am erica nine years. 
“So I began to see the neces­ 
sity for a change. I chose Brae­ 
den from the village I lived in 
near Kiel, Bradenbek. 
“ There were other factors. I 
want to make my career in this 
country. 
And 
I m arried an 
American girl. With the new 


Whenever 
you contemplate 
buying real estate, you automa­ 
tically are faced with a bundle 
of conditions, rights, legal re­ 
strictions, easem ents and less

C alifornia’s first comprehen­ 
sive real estate law was drawn 
up some 50 years ago by mem­ 
b ers of the California Real Es­ 
tate Association, working with 
m em bers of the state legisla­ 
ture, to provide such protec­ 
tion. It became the model for 
many other states. 
Realtors (a term only broker 
m em bers of CREA may use in 
California) were interested in 
dispelling the fears of the av­ 
erage property buyer. At that 
tim e, the buyer often had good 
reason to be afraid of the un­ 
known. 
The Realtors were interested 
in making the process safer and 
therefore 
more 
widespread. 
Self interest? Yes, but enlight­ 
ened self interest is one of the 
forces that keeps our free en­ 
terp rise system functioning. 
One result of the new law was 
that real estate agents became 
licensed by the state, giving 
the prospective buyer or seller 
assurance that the agent is ac­ 
quainted with the basic laws re­ 
lating to real estate. This be- 
ean a process that has become 
increasingly more demanding 
as candidates take examinations 
for a real estate broker or 
real estate salesm an license. 
In addition, the CREA, to 
which the Realtor belongs, is 
continually 
sponsoring educa­ 
tional courses held throughout 
the state. These go into the 
practical aspects of real estate 
investment, taxes, m arket an­ 
alysis, and other factors that 
need to be understood. 
The state colleges, junior col­ 
leges, University of California 
and many of the private univer­ 
sities and colleges are adding 
courses designed to make real 
estate licensees more expert 
and more up to date in their 
methods. 
How does all this affect you 
when you think of buying real 
estate? As I said earlier, the 
laws and regulations which have 
evolved have made it easy and 
safe to buy real estate, within 
reason. 
“ Let the* buyer be­ 
w are” still applied as long as 
no fraud is involved. And the 
buyer must know or quickly 
learn that there are such things 
as grant deeds, title insurance 
policies, easem ents, zoning re- 
restrictions, covenants, mort-

name I feel my ca re er will be 
broadened and enlarged beyond 
German roles.”

Perhaps that’s why I have the 
advantage of speaking the lan­ 
guage as fluently as I do. 
“ The important thing is that 
I’ve been given the opportunity 
to get out of the Nazi mold. 
I’m young enough to assim ilate 
into American society without 
the disadvantage of being type­ 
cast a German. 
“ If for no other reason it was 
worth changing my name.” 
While 
Eric 
Braeden 
may 
sound less Teutonic than Hans 
Gudegast to some, it will ring 
m ore Germanic than, say, Rock 
Hudson.

Advisory committee 
seek gas tax increase 


By TRACY WOOD 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
special Senate advisory com­ 
mittee Friday sowed the seeds 
for a potential two-cent increase 
in the state gasoline tax. 
The increase in the tax on 
each gallon of gasoline would 
raise an estimated $180 million. 
Funds from the tax a r e used 
for highway construction. 
During an unpublicized meet­ 
ing the 16-member committee 
discussed strategy for winning 
legislative and public support 
for an increase in the present 
seven-cents-per-gallon 
tax. 
The committee, created last 
year by the Senate, includes 
representatives of automobile 
dealers and clubs and the oil 
and trucking industry. 
Committee members tenta­ 
tively agreed to release a full 
report on the need for the in­ 
crease April 1. 
Members said the report will 
contain information from a sum­ 
mary of an Automotive Safety 
Federation study which indicat­ 
ed freeway development was 10 
to 20 years behind 1959 projec­ 
tions. 
Sen. Randolph Collier, D-Yre- 
ka, warned that a tax hike 
was unacceptable to Gov. Ron­ 
ald Reagan. Collier was chair­ 
man of the Senate Transporta­ 
tion Committee and is expected 
to be chairman of the Finance 
Committee. 
“ The administration has enun­ 
ciated time and time again 
(that it wants) no new taxes,” 
Collier said. 
However, he said if commit­ 
tee members wanted a tax in­ 
crease 
“ this was the ideal 
year” but “ we have not had the 
time to go out and explain it to 
the people.” 
Wade Sherrard of the Califor­ 
nia Trucking Association said it 
was possible to determine t h e 
sentiment of auto club members 
and truckers toward the in­ 
crease. 
“ The auto clubs can feel the 
pulse pretty quick of their 
membership,” he said. “ I can 
find out what the feelings of the 
organized truckers are.” 


The gasoline tax was increas­ 
ed from six to seven-cents-per- 
gallon in 1963. Approximately 
$80 million to $90 million is 
raised by each cent of the sales 
tax.

History is a slow judge but a severe one. It divides Ameri­ 
can presidents into two categories and two categories only — 
the great and the not great. 
Whether or not historians of the future, aloof from the pas­ 
sions of our time and benefiting from the clear hindsight only 
the passage of decades can bring, will grant Lyndon B. Johnson 
entry into the select group he so earnestly strove to qualify 
for, no one can say. 
One contemporary judgment can be made, however, one that 
will be lasting and indisputable: Lyndon Johnson was one of 
the strongest chief executives who ever held this most impor­ 
tant office in the world. 
Therein lies the tragedy of the man, for it is nothing less than 
tragedy that one who assumed the presidency with the greatest 
popular support he could possibly have had, who finished so 
much neglected national business so quickly and brilliantly, 
must end his term with his esteem fallen so low and the nation 
in such disarray on so many fronts. 
It is tragedy if only for the fact that one who delighted in 
touching the hands of the people in spontaneous appearances 
was forced in his last months to become almost a hermit, 
unloved and untrusted. 
The man who attempted to slash all the Gordian knots of all 
the nation’s problems by the sheer force of his will and energy 
and undoubted abilities has learned that power, even power as 
immense as that we give our presidents, has severely restrict­ 
ed limits that are built into the very nature of things. 
The problems of the cities, of poverty, of race, did not yield

to a legislative onslaught against them. If anything, these trou­ 
bles seem to have been multiplied by the very attempts to solve 
them. 
The nation’s monetary strength has proven itself still de­ 
pendent upon the workings of the uncertain but inexorable laws 
of economics. The stability which undergirded the prosperity 
of 1964 has been eroded by a gathering inflation that jeopar­ 
dizes the prosperity of 1969. 
Pajama-clad peasants and the soldiers of a backward, Geor­ 
gia-sized nation have bogged down half a million American 
fighting men in a war intended to teach the Communist world 
a lasting lesson but which has alienated much of the country’s 
youth and called into question the basic political and philoso­ 
phical prem ises we set out to defend. 
The man who took charge as few men have before him the man 
better-qualified and better-prepared than most of the others 
who have sat in the White House,the man who exercised the 
levers of presidential power witn an authority few others have 
displayed, now finds his time slipped away like quicksilver, 
with all his accomplishments in civil rights, education, health, 
welfare, consumer protection — accomplishments which may 
well cause men someday to call the Johnson Era a time of true 
greatness — forgotten in the general desire of a weary popu­ 
lace for new faces, new approaches. 
But as he suggested in his farewell address, we can without 
hesitation salute Lyndon Johnson as a man who tried — perhaps 
too much and too hard — and as a man who filled the office of 
president of the United States to the very brimful.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
President-elect Richard Nixon’s cabi­ 
net is an important part and, to a de­ 
gree not equalled in many years, an ex­ 
tension of the White House inner circle. 
It was quite accurate to say, in the im­ 
mediate aftermath of the election, that his 
White House assistants would be the cru­ 
cial factors in his governing establish­ 
ment. 
There was very good 
reason to believe then 
that two of Nixon’s fav­ 
orite advisers, Attor­ 
ney General-designate 
John Mitchell and HEW 
Secretary - designate 
Robert 
Finch, might 
not be joining the cabi­ 
net or taking any role 
^ 
at all in the new gov­ 
ernment. 
Mitchell, 
beyond 
question, was a reluctant draftee. Very 
likely he will be one of the figs to go. 
The evidence suggests that he yielded 
to sustained Nixon pressure, possibly 
buttressed by the fact that in the fairly 
short interval between election and cab­ 
inet formation the new president could 
not find another suitable candidate for the 
post of which he had made so much in 
his campaign. 
It is plain, too, that Nixon wants Mit­ 
chell on the scene not just as attorney 
general but as a personal adviser in 
the critical opening months of his re­ 
gime. 
The curious notion exists, incidentally, 
that an incoming chief executive ought 
to be able to find, in a few short 
weeks if necessary, the ideal man for any 


high post. The truth is, as any private 
enterpriser will attest, that hunting for 
special and high talent can be one of 
the most difficult and protracted opera­ 
tions to be undertaken. 
The Nixon people, for instance, tried 
for 11 months to fill asi?nifirantr>ersniw 
al post with a more or less “ ideal man.” 
The search failed, 
As with Mitchell, Nixon leaned hard 
on Finch to come aboard. The early, 
informed judgment was that he would 
not, because his high political ambi­ 
tions were deemed to be linked to his 
California base as lieutenant governor. 
Only after incumbent Sen. George Mur­ 
phy said he was going to run again in 
1970, and Finch was satisfied he had done 
all he could to put his political house in 
order through conversations with Gov. 
Ronald Reagan with regard to a succe^ 
sor as lieutenant governor, did he finally 
clear the way to acceptance. 
Thus, again by a somewhat tortured 
process, Nixon got another personal ad­ 
viser into his cabinet. But, if for any 
reason Murphy reverses himself and de­ 
cides not to seek re-election, the betting 
is Finch will quickly jump at the chance 
to contend for that Senate seat and get 
back on the standard political ladder. 
No one at all familiar with the Nixon 
planning has any idea that the presence 
in the cabinet of another reasonably 
close associate, Rep. Melvin Laird, the 
new secretary of defense, was a matter 
of long design. 
It was instead the quick consequence 
of a late-hour turndown by Democrat­ 
ic Sen. Henry M. Jackson of Washing­ 
ton, who had privately accepted the job 
but later yielded to Democrats’ pres­ 


sures and changed his decision. 
Still basically an ur.told story is how- 
and when Nixon brought another old 
friend, William Rogers, into the pio- 
ture for secretary of state. His naming 
was the best kept secret of all the cab­ 
inet appointments. 
The net of all this is that if things had 
just fallen a little differently, the Laird, 
Mitchell and Finch posts might well have 
been filled by strangers and — with Rog- 
ers the sole major exception — it would 
not be possible to brand the cabinet as 
substantially populated by Nixon’s per­ 
sonal friends. 
Nixon obviously wanted Finch and Mit­ 
chell badly, so he can hardly be unhap­ 
py that a full third of his cabinet now 
looks like an extension of his White 
House circle and that consequently the 
.whole group may bo upgraded in impor­ 
tance 
* 
Quite baffling is the notion heard of­ 
ten that Nixon should have created a 
cabinet of diverse types reflecting the 
whole political spectrum. He was elect­ 
ed as a Republican and nominated as a 
particular kind of Republican. He was 
chosen to govern, not to create a splashy« 
national showcase heavy on diversity 
and star quality but questionable as to 
compatibility with Nixon. He is entitled 
to try it his way. If he fails, the voters 
can speak in 1972.

Durable dean 


WASHINGTON — President Johnson so 
obviously enjoyed his valedictory be­ 
fore Congress that only the most grudg­ 
ing partisans would deny him his trium­ 
phant leave-taking. Yet, in cold sober 
reflection with the cheering only an echo 
of past battles lost and won, so much 
of what he said is seen to be irrelevant 
to the mood of the Congress, the coun­ 
try and the incoming Nixon administra­ 
tion. 
In typical Johnson style it was a per­ 
sonal recital basking in the glow of 
achievement and skipping quickly over 
faults and failures. The leave-takings as 
the old order ends are by no means all 
triumphal joy and gladness. 
Saying 
his private 
farewells 
to associ­ 
ates 
and diplomats 
after 
eight years in 
an 
office only some­ 
what 
less freighted 
with toil and trouble 
than 
the 
presidency 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Dean 
Rusk does not 
concel his deep mis­ 
givings about the road 
ahead. As he has sev­ 
eral times said in pub­ 
lic he fears the pres­ 
ent current is carrying America toward 
a new isolationism. Preoccupied with 
our own troubles the American people 
are turning inward with a stony face of 
rejection for the rest of the world. 
Rusk notes that in a decade the volume 
of foreign aid has gone from 3 per cent 
of the gross national product to one-half 
of 1 per cent. For those who put the 
blame on the zooming cost of the Viet­ 
nam war — and much of the fury over 
the war fell on the secretary —hepoints 
to a dramatic contrast out of the past. 
During the Korean war, when the United 
States was carrying at least as heavy a 
burden in blood and money, Marshall 
Plan aid to Europe went forward with 
grants and loans ultimately totaling $50 
billion. 
That was, of course, when this country 
still had a massive surplus of gold and 
dollars in the international account. 
With the revival of Europe and the drain 
imposed by America’s far-flung com­ 
mitments this became an annual defi­ 
cit and the gold hoard was melted down 
to a bare minimum.

The incoming Nixon Administration is 
expected to put new dollar fuel in the 
tanks of many lagging military space 
program s — a pleasant anticipation for 
realtors and other businessmen her^ 
about*, 
A number of ac­ 
tions already taken 
by 
President-elect 
Nixon support 
such 
an 
optimistic 
out­ 
look. First off the ap­ 
pointment of Dr. Rob­ 
ert C. Seamans, 
Jr . 
as Secretary of the 
Air Force puts in the 
driver’s seat a man 
who already has dem­ 
onstrated a desire to 
boost the military’s space efforts. 
Seamans formerly was deputy admin­ 
istrator for NASA and even while serv­ 
ing the civilian space agency he pushed 
for and publicly supported a manned mili­ 
tary space program on a schedule more 
rapidly paced than the often “ stretched 
out” Manned Orbiting Lab program here 
at Vandenberg. 
Added to the appointment of Seamans 
is the fact that newly appointed Secretary 
of Defense Melvin R. Laird has prom­ 
ised that the nation's military strength 
shall not be allowed to decline to the 
point that the U.S. ever has to negoti­ 
ate from a point of military weakness. 
What with space one of the major prom­ 
ises of the future for the military, it is 
obvious that the MOL and other project 
will get strong DOD backing. 
On the Vietnam scene, as President 
Johnson and incoming Nixon both seem 
to infer, 1969 could be the year of a peace. 


Such being the case, the price tag on 
keeping the peace will remain high, as 
with Korea, but literally billions of dol­ 
lars directed to the war effort will 
have to be skillfully and thoughtfully 
re-channeled to guard against creating 
massive unemployment and knocking out 
the economic pins that keep hundreds 
of communities’ 
heads above water. 
Where could such vast sums of money be 
better employed than in attacking the 
problems of the cities and seeking to 
harvest the prom ises of space. The lat­ 
ter, by its very nature, will aid the 
former because it will create new jobs, 
new products and produce new ways of 
doing things better. 


Locally, contractors and military per­ 
sons are looking with considerable opti­ 
mism toward latter 1969 as a time when 
the civilian work force will take on new 
dimensions and new jobs here will have to 
be filled by people from other locations 
because the personnel resource pool is 
just about at low ebb tide. 
Contractors affiliated with the MOL 
project have been playing “ what if'(w hat 
if we get more funds, what if phase 
one is stretched out, what if the lead time 
on components can’t be met, what if 
the war spending subsides etc.) game 
for so long they have developed a pen. 
chant 
for 
pessim ism 
but 
even 
they are beginning to taik as though they 
feel a thaw and as if a mid-year personnel 
buildup may be in the offing. 
There are sufficient variables in the 
space program forecast to make any pro- 
diction somewhat precarious but the bar­ 
ometer is pointing to better economic 
weather for the Valley. 


Nor does Rusk concel in his own som­ 
ber recessional his critical attitude to­ 
ward the European nations that with mas­ 
sive Marshall Plan aid became surplus 
countries and yet refused to act like sur­ 
plus countries. They might have moved 
as the United States struggled with a def­ 
icit through the years to repay over a long 
period the Marshall grants. Instead they 
added to America’s problem by pursu­ 
ing policies that swelled their own sur­ 
pluses of gold and dollars. 
In a larger frame it gets down to the 
failure of Europe to achieve any real 
unity. To have been able to cooperate in 
recent years with a Europe speaking 
with a single voice—the dream of the aft­ 
ermath of the second world war — would 
have been an inestimable advantage. In­ 
stead a fragmenting nationalism reviv­ 
ed the rivalries of the old disastrous 
power structure. 
While the secretary puts the threat of 
a new isolationsim at the top of the agen­ 
da for the next administration, the mis­ 
sile talks with the Soviet Union are a 
close second. Here through long months 
of private negotiation, the burden of it 
carried by the retiring Ambassador to 
Moscow Llewellyn Thompson, 
Rusk 
sees great hope. The progress has been 
such that the stage is set for presenta­ 
tion by both sides of position papers 
and the opening of a formal conference 
at an early date. 
Although he does not say so, since 
he is scrupulously careful not to in­ 
trude on the preserve of incoming Sec­ 
retary William P. Rogers, he cannot 
but be aware that all this patient ef­ 
fort may be washed out. If Melvin laird , 
the new secretary of defense, is speak­ 
ing for the Nixon administration when he 


says that any negotiations on m issiles 
must wait for a re-evaluation of six to 
nine months, and when he repeats the 
Nixon campaign formula for negotiating 
from strength, the end may be a stale­ 
mate as aggressive forces in each super­ 
power press for a new round of nuclear 
armament. That is the abyss in which 
all the best intentions of the new admin­ 
istration can be swallowed up. 
In the transition Rogers has been 
coming in and out of Rusk’s office in 
friendly cooperation. Rusk was asked 
the other day whether any secretary had 
entered on his duties in this century 
with less experience in foreign policy 
than the newcomer soon to take over. 
He replied at once by naming three: 
Cordell Hull, secretary of state through 
most of the FDR years; Jam es F. Byrnes, 
out of the Senate and the Supreme Court, 
who served Harry Truman for a time; 
and Edward Stettinius, out of United 
States Steel, who was briefly secretary 
at the end of the Roosevelt era. 
Putting down the burden, having been 
beaten on as few secretaries in recent 
time, Rusk is still the durable dean — 
outwardly impassive, keeping a close 
rein on a temper with its origins in 
Cherokee County, Ga., unfailingly loy­ 
al to the President. He leaves the office 
at an age — he will be 60 next month — 
younger than when most secretaries 
have taken over. And if there is one 
thing he looks forward to in retirement 
it is working with the same stern, un­ 
yielding determination to set the record 
straight on what he believes are gross 
distortions by embittered partisans of 
the foreign policy of the Johnson years.

Inauguration memories 


The inauguration today of President 
Richard M. Nixon <akes us back in mem­ 
ories to the inauguration of John F. Ken­ 
nedy. 
It was a joyful evening following a 
Lompoc Christmas parade when the an­ 
nouncement was made that the Lompoc 
High School band had been chosen as 
one of two bands to represent the state 
of California at the Kennedy inaugura­ 
tion. 
Following the initial 
joy, came stark rea­ 
lization. 
How 
would 
they get there? Who 
would pay the tab? 
The spirit of Lom­ 
poc came to the fore in 
short time. A total of 
nearly 
$20,000 
was 
raised 
in 
the com­ 
munity for the charter­ 
ing of a plane and the 
expenses of the band members. We not­ 
ed last week that the community of Whit­ 
tier raised nearly $40,000 for the same 
purpose. 
Along with the band, the Record sent 
our then reporter-photographer 
Dick 
Anderson. He was put in a trench coat 
and we slung three cam eras around his 
neck, held with special holsters. His 
simple instructions were: “ Get a beau­ 
tiful shot of the band passing in review 
before President Kennedy.” 
At the time of the issuance of instruc­ 
tions, we had no idea of the hazards he 
would encounter with the secret serv­ 
ice; of the abominable weather which saw 
the thermometer plummet to below zero; 
of the logistics of the parade itself. 


As it turned out, Anderson found him­ 
self at the start of the parade, a consid­ 
erable 
distance 
from 
the reviewing 
stand, when the Lompoc unit smartly 
marched off. It was then a job of beating 
the band to the reviewing stand through 
mobs and mobs of people by whatever 
transportation he could inveigle. 
He related that it was a touch and go 
proposition. By some miracle, he found 
himself near the reviewing stand just 
as the Lompoc band was approaching. He 
pushed 
his 
way 
through 
the crowd 
and broke through the cordon of police 
to get to the street. He had no time to 
focus as the police and secret service­ 
men were bearing down on him. He took 
only one shot. He had no time to take 


others in order to make his getaway, 
which he did. 
On his arrival in Lompoc, we waited 
with baited breath as we took the film 
over to Tommy Yager who especially 
set up his darkroom to process the many 
rolls of film taken of the band. We wait­ 
ed patiently. Finally, Tommy came out of 
the darkroom and said: 
“ You better go get a drink” 
“ Why?” we asked. 
He then held up a blank roll of film. 
We almost fainted on the spot. Tom ex­ 
plained that it was only the first of many 
rolls. Maybe the others had something on 
them. 
We waited most of the day and final­ 
ly, there it was. A perfect shot of the 
band passing in review. Anderson looked 
up to the heavens and mumbled some­ 
thing. We joined him.
